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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7 were pending. Claims 1-7 were canceled by Preliminary Amendment. Claim 
8 was added by Preliminary Amendment. Claim 8 is pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the peptides as 
claimed are neither suggested nor taught by the prior art, as the Markush language sets forth a 
selection of claimed peptides, which are closed and do not encompass additional amino acid 
residues.
